The Meridian Altitude of the Moon's upper limb was ob- 
ferved 6%gr. 2T,m. t^ofec. and the Moon's apparent Diameter 
while totally Eclipied was found 30/77. yfec. 

The other Obierver Mr. Wurtzelbaur made ufe of the 
Pendulum Clock, corrected by Altitudes. According to his 
Obfervation. 

gb. 23 m. ^ofec. was the beginning of the Eclipfe, at a- 
bout 1 19 degrees of the limb of the Moon in Heveliuss Se- 
lenography. 

gb. 24m 50/t'C. Paulus Mareotis was all covered. 

\ob. 25777. 20/ec. The Total Immerfion ; about the zggtb 
degree of the limb of the Moon. 

11b. 1 \m. 30/ec. The Moon began to emerge out of the 
fhaddow, about the 112th degree of her limb. 

1 3^. 14777. 30/ir. The End of the Eclipfe about the 295^ 
degree of the limb. 

By thefe Obfervations the middle of the Eclipfe ought to 
have been about nh. 12m. P. M. at Nuremburg, differing 
but one minute from Mr. Eimmart's Obfervation. The du- 
ration will be 3-6. 51777/77. and the total Darknefs ib. 46/;/,. 
The Longitude of Nuremburg has been formerly itated 1 1 
degrees from London, and fince found to be fo by Obfervations 
of the laft Eclipfe of the Sun July 2d 1684, which made it 
44-5- w/». of time. So that the middle of this Eclipfe at Lon- 
don fhould have been lob. 34-i-w. which from the Obfervati- 
on of Mr. Hevelius had been formerly concluded 1 oh. 3 57/;. 

An ExtraB of a Letter written from Aramont in 
Languedoc near Avignon, giving an account of 
an extraordinary fwarm o/~Grafhoppers in tboje 
parts ; communicated by Mr. Juftell R. S. S. 

(OInce you demand of me a Relation of tie Grafs-hoppers 
^3 tnat nave eaten up our Harvefl the laft Year, and which 

give 
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give us fo much trouble todeftroy them this, I will do what 
I at prefent can to fatisfie you. Thefe Infects are undoubted- 
ly of a peculiar /pedes, although to look on them, they ap- 
pear in nothing different from the common fort, but they 
take their flight like Birds, which is particular to them. 
They are much about an Inch in length, of a Grey Colour j 
The laft Year the Earth in fome Places.was covered 4 fingers 
thick with them in the morning before the heat of the Sun 
was confiderable, but as foon as it begun to be hot, they 
took wing and fell upon the Corn, eating up both leaf and 
ear, and that with fuch expedition, by reafon of their great 
number, that in three hours they would devour the Corn 
of a whole field, which you will hardly conceive unlefs you 
had ieen it, after which they again took wing, and their 
fwarms were fo thick that they covered the Sun like a 
Cloud, and were whole hours in paffing. They flew a- 
gainft the Wind* and went over the Caftle, which is very 
high, and feas'd upon another field of Corn, which they de- 
stroyed like the former. After having eaten up the Corn, 
they fell upon the Vines, the Pulfe, the Willows, and even 
the Hemp, notwithstanding its great Bitternefs. Afterwards, 
about the end of Augufi, they ceafed flying, and copulated, 
and the Female ftruck her tail into the hard Earth, where 
fhe caft a foam, and made therewith in the ground, a hole 
as big as that of a Goofe quill, and about an Inch long, 
wherein fhe laid her Eggs, which are much of the Size of 
Millet feed ; there would be fometimes 50 of thefe Eggs in 
a hole, which are fo covered over with the fame Earth, that 
the Water does not get in. After this all thefe Infects died 
and flunk very much. They begun this Year to hatch in the 
Month of April, and fome there are, that are not yet hatch- 
ed. In March, we thought upon deftroying their Eggs 
which lie not above a finger's breadth in the Earth, and we 
took of them 180 Quintals, being 9 Tons : it had been well 
if we had thought of this Expedient fooner. Since their 
hatching they have taken above 15 Tons of the young Grafs-

hoppers v/hi'ch are not yet bigger than flyes. There are 
) et a multitude that have efcaped us, bccaule they arc in the 
Corn, which is too forward to be gone into, without fpoil- 
ing it. They have undone the People of our Parts, who had. 
no Harveft the laft Year, and it will cofl above 3000 Livers 
to deftroy them this Year. They have taken them in Abun- 
dance in the neighbouring Villages. If this care had not 
heen taken, there would have been enough of them to have 
eaten up the Corn of the whole Province, 



Whereas in the laft Tranf action an Hzftorical Account was 
promifed of the Trade Winds, the Patience of the Reader is 
entreated till the next ; for by reafon of the Ab fence of a Per- 
fon extraordinarily knowing in this Matter, whofe Informa- 
tion was thought neccjjary y the faid Account could not as yet 
be perfected.
